Detroit and Chicago. The firat waa by 
ProfeMor Gilbert and the second by 
Dr. J. W. Spencer of Washinfrton. 
The latter aaaerted that in the course 
of time Detroit would be overtaken by 
a fate that was later in store for Chi­ 
cago, and that both would be drowned 
out by the encroaching waters of the 
4akes, which have made alarming prog­ 
ress in the last fifty years. 


Dr. Spencer said that in 1880 he dis­ 
covered that the Erie basin emptied 
not by the Niagara river, but by a 
burled valley directly Into tHb head of 
Lake Ontario, and that the Niagara 
river and falls are a really modern 
feature. 


“In the course of time Niagara will 
cease to exist ^entirely, as all the 
waters In thf) great lakes will be turn­ 
ed over Chicago and drained into the 
Mississippi. The changes In the lake 
levels are all of one sort; they all show 
a rising of the land at the north and 
northeast, as compared to the land at 
the west and southwest. 
It appears 
that the whole lake region Is being 
tilted toward 
the 
south-southwest. 
The rate Is such that of two points a 
hundred miles apart the northern 
rises five Inches In a century as com­ 
pared with the southern. 


*‘The discharge thus obtained will 
be a mere anticipation of nature for 
the tilting of the lake basin would 
have produced the same results in less 
than 1,000 years. 
It Is estimated that 
in the future all the overflow from the 
upper lakes will go to the Illinois; the 
Detroit and Lake St. Clair rivers will 
carry the water from Lake Erie to 
Lake Huron instead of Huron to Erie, 
and the Niagara river and falls will 
run dry.” 


He predicted that unless the authori­

catastrophe a thousand 
times more awful than the Johnstown 
disaster would occur.

THE EARTH ISDLTINi; 


And In 1,000 Ysart Chicago, De­ 
troit and Benton Harbor Will 
Be Under Water. 


VERY STARTLING PREDICTION. 


Til« Currant of tha Oraat Lakaa Will 
Ba Chaiiffatf and Nlavara Will 
Dry Up. 


Dbt t o it , Aufftttt Ifl—Two papers 
w sra r^ bsfbra the membert of the 
solentitt'f ooiiTeBtloB here Thursdsi 
which may well carry terror to the iii- 
habitaato of the lake cities, eepeoially 
Detroit and Chlcaffo. The fint was by 
Profeaaor Gilbert and the aecond by 
Dr. J. W. Spencer of Waihinn^n. 
The latter asserted that ^ the course 
of time Detroit would be overtaken by 
a fate that was later in store for Chi 
cago, and that both would be drowned 
out by the encroaching waters of the 
4akes, which have made alarming prog- 
|Vess in the last fifty years. 


Dr. Spencer said that In 1880 he dis­ 
covered that the Erie basin emptied 
not by the Niagara river, but by a 
buried valley directly into t£Te head of 
Lake Ontario, and that the Niagara 
river and falls are a really modern 
feature. 


“In the course of time Niagara wil 
cease to exist ^entirely, as all the 
waters in th^ great lakes will be turn­ 
ed over Chicago and drained Into the 
Mississippi. The changes in the lake 
levels are all of one sort; they all show 
a rising of the land at the north and 
northeast, as compared to the land at 
the west and southwest. 
It appears 
that the whole lake region is being 
tilted toward 
the south-southwest. 
The rate Is such that of two points a 
hundred miles apart the northern 
rises five Inches In a century as com 
pared with the southern. 


“The discharge thus obtained wil. 
be a mere anticipation of nature for 
the tilting of the lake basin would 
have produced the same results In less 
than 1,000 years. 
It is estimated that 
in the future all the overflow from the 
upper lakes will go to the Illinois; the 
Iwtroit and Lake St. Clair rivers will 
carry the water from Lake Erie to 
Lake Huron instead of Huron to Erie, 
and the Niagara river and falls will 
run dry.” 


He predicted that unle^ the authori­ 
ties 
of the Windy city and De­ 
troit make preparations 
for 
this 
change a catastrophe a thousand 
times more awful than the Johnstown 
disaster would occur. 
He said that 
it was high 
time 
for 
the 
city 
fathers of Detroit and Chicago to 
begin raising the 
level 
of their 
streets by dozens and hundreds of feet. 
Time would see the present site of Chi­ 
cago hundreds of feet under water and 
the tall spire of Detroit's cltv hall a 
playing ground for Innumerable fresh­ 
water tish.

If every strik« 
er is not ofli the ground and on the move 
by noon today he will go forward with 
his men and the work that peaceable 
methods have failed to accomplish will 
be done by force. Fifteen Coffeen miners 
who stopped work when Bradley came 
here were yesterday notified by Re­ 
ceiver Mills of their discharge, and were 
ordered to take out their tools^ which 
they did. 


everjrthlac Is P«iM!Mbl« at Dccatnr. 


Decatur, Ilia, Aug. 14.~The situation 
at the different camps of miners from 
other cities was quiet last night. About 
200 men were in camp on the west. 100 
on the south and 150 on the south­ 
west. Deputy herifts guarded the roads 
In the vicinity of the camps. 
There 
was disorder and no sign of trouble. ,The 
miners obeyed quietly and without pro­ 
test ail the Instructions of the officers. 
The proposition of the mineni to send 
a delegation to the Decatur miners to 
see if they would not listen to argu­ 
ments In favor of striking, and In case 
Decatur men refused to listen to leave 
the county, was refused by the authorities, 
apparently because of the opposition of 
the management of the coal mint. 


Manager Armstrong said he did not 
want any one talking to the men. The 
marchers were then told that they could 
not come In any way or send dtlega- 
tiona All of the 400 men were at work 
yesterday and will work today. All of 
the camps grew all day and night grad­ 
ually. B.. B. Ray, governor's representa­ 
tive, estimates the number of outside 
miners in the camp and in the d ty at 
too.

Marion, Ilia, Aug. 14.—Yesterday a 
large force of miners came in from John­ 
son City, where they succeeded in shut­ 
ting down work Thursday. They , made 
an unsuccessful effort at the Crab Or­ 
chard and Ohio Valley company’s mines, 
laboring with them until 5 p. m., and 
then came here for quarters over night. 
This morning they will viirit the Ohio and 
Mississippi Coal and Mining company, 
where they expect to make an effort to 
close down the works. There they will 
be met by Sheriff Parks and a large 
force of deputies, and should they refuse 
to disperse the sheriff will enforce the 
law and see that those wanting work 
have prptectlon. The indications for to­ 
day are good for excitement, and proba­ 
bly serious difficulties. The authorities 
are using every means in their power 
to avoid trouble, but are ready for It if 
it comes.

NEITHBR CAMPING NOR MAROHINO 


Will B« Ptrmittsd in the PHtaburg Dis­ 
trict—Injanotloa Served. 


Pittsburg, Aug. 
14.—Injunctions by 
the court have put a stop to marches 
by the striking miners against the New 
York and Cleveland Gas Coal company, 
for a time at least. But in the execu­ 
tion of the injunction the irtieriff and his 
deputies narrowly escaped precipitating 
serious trouble. As it was the first blood 
of the strike was shed, Henry Stewart, 
one of the sheriff's deputies, struck Ja­ 
cob Mott, a drummer of the McDonald 
band, with the edge of a brass horn 
and cut a severe gash above his eye 
The sight of the blood wrought up the 
1,000 idle miners to such a pitch that 
desperate conflict was imminent. 
The 
deputies also were excited and noisy. 
The strikers were Jeering and yelling, 
and urging a further rush down the 
road., In that crowd there were enough 
angry strikers to annihilate four times 
the force of officers on the ground. Cap 
tain 
Bellingham (the strike 
leader) 
Sheriff Lowry, Chief Deputy 
James 
Richards and Superintendent De Armit 
were the only cool men in the assem­ 
blage. 


To them belongs the credit of avoid 
ing a riot.

Bellingham saw

Chicago, Aug. 14.—In an attempt to 
force the city school board to proscribe 
non-union 
labor 
the 
Building 
and 
Trades Council of this city has ordered 
a strike on all the school buildings upon 
which men are making repairs, etc. The 
number of men involved is 2.500. If the 
strike continues for any length of time 
and non-union men are not put to work 
many of the schools will not be ready for 
occupancy when the winter tterm begins 
in September. 
Instead of meeting this 
question one way or another, the school 
board has practically dodged it. 


Architect Patton, of the board, is of 
the opinion that the question is one of 
grave importance. He aaid; “The ques­ 
tion of inaer^ng the clause demanded by 
the unions is a serious one. 
Can the 
board rightly say that none but union 
men shall work on the buildings? Can 
the board deprive of the right to work 
hundreds of honest, hard-working tax­ 
payers who are Just as god workmen as 
the union men, but do not belong to any 
organisation?" Patton has notified the 
contractors that they must continue at 
work, whether they employ union or 
non-union labor.

Seven miles from the pretty Big 
Four station of Berrien Centre or two 
and a hiUf miles from nowhere (other­ 
wise called Pokaffonon the Michigan 
Central,) along the banks of the Dowa- 
giae creek is a tract of natural forest 
and cleared land on which nothing is 
raised except the standard of the cross. 
The tract comprises between 37 and 42 
•era of land and is known to the 
world a0 the Crystal Springs camp 
grounds. , 


Here the faithful Methodists of the 
lilies district meet in annual worship. 
There are on the grounds 109 cottages 
and this year besides there are twenty 
tents and the resident population is 
600. 
Besides, this at every service 
hundreds of people from the surround­ 
ing country are in attendance and the 
large auditorium which holds upwards 
of 1,000 people is quite frequently filled 
while on 
Sunday the grounds are 
crowded. 
No ground is sold for cot­ 
tages but every cottage pays II tax 
each year toward the natural expenses 
of the property. The people who pitch 
a tent for the two weeks of camp meet­ 
ing are charged the same price as the 
cotti^e owner. 


The grounds aro beautifully located 
and the springs add a charm which 
oompeDsates*for the long dusty ride to 
reach the place. 
The larger of the 
springs furnishes water for the grounds 
and the water is pumped to hydrants 
located in all directions, by means of a 
steam engine and the direct pressure 
system. 
A visit to the spring itself, 
located in a valley several feet below 
the grounds, explains why the place is 
called **crystal’’ springs. The spring 
is under a cover of a circular pattern 
and the platform under the cover ’ is 
large enough to accommodate several 
people. In the centre of the platform 
is a round openine about three feet in 
diameter and about this opening is a 
woven wiro enclosure. 
At one point 
of the enclosure is a door which may 
be opened and the visitor is permitted 
to look down into the spring. 
The 
water is as clear as any crystal and 
through the many feet of water 
the bottom 
of 
the 
spring 
can 
be 
seen. 
The 
water 
is 
bo 
clear and the bottom so clean that 
the sight makes the spectator thii*sty. 
The spring Hows nearly a barrel a min­ 
ute and the water is as cold as ice.

sort, Paw Paw lake, and at Covert it 
will connect with the narrow guago^ line 
running from South Haven to Lawton. 
This line Mr. Caufield’s company has 
purchased and will at once take steps 
to change the guage to the broad kind 
and to extend the road east from Paw 
Paw to Kalamazoo, and thence on to 
Toledo. The road goes through one of 
the richest agricultural and fruit re­ 
gions of southern Michigan, but owing 
to its narrowness has never been suc­ 
cessful in competing with other lines.

If only one thickness of planking can 
be placed between the car tracks the 
authorities should require that it be of 
oak. 
The pine planks wear down to a 
danorerous condition in a month with 
the heavy trattic carried on over the 
structure, and it is to be marveled at 
that horses have not suffered the loss 
of legs by broken planks before this.

The nnlucky Broucho never paid a dol­ 
lar. The Schieffelin and Gird claims 
jiflded for a time but soon ran ont, 
and the camp sank into decay. 


The first time I met Schieffelin, that 
asost 'typical of western prospectoxs, 
was about six years ago. After hearing 
ipme of his picturesque prospector 
yama I > told him about tbe various 
tnasure expeditions to Coos island and 
the legends which had caused these ex- 
oitements. He seized upon the lUitter- 
tale of diamond hilted swords, bags 
of doubloons and bars of gold M.:ith the 
fnith of à child and at once offered to 
fit out a schooner for tbe islands and to 
pay my expenses as well as give me a 
third of tbe treasure if 1 would go along 
to repeat the legend as often as desired, 
.fla had prospected for almost every­ 
thing, he said, except pirate treasures, 
ind he wanted those diamond hilted 
•wofdi to **put in his parlor. '' 


I did not know at that time tbe story 
fbput his parlor. 
Having bought a 
^il7tOOO hoase in the town of Alameda, 
lia kept several tons of quarta in one 
oorner, on top of which his old pros 
tools, burro's saddle and camp 
ootfit reposed when not in use. I never 
kaaid what his .wife thought of this 
OBlqne furniture, but there is no doubt 
that the diamond hilted swords would 
luive rested peacefully on the quartz

long deserved a chronicler. He fitted 
ont an expedition years ago and pros- 
OMled over vast areas of that region.

Paiciot, remained behind when tbe 
•teamer letnrned to prospect farther.

That la tha 
truth, but only half tha tra^th, for Will­ 
iam IV had nephewa and other niecea. 
Qeorge IIPs first, aecohd, third and 
fourth eons were respimtively the Pr^ca 
of Wales, afterward Qeorge IV, who 
died childless in 1880; Frederick, duke 
of York, who died in 1837, aleo with- 
put children; William, duke of Clar­ 
ence, who died William IV, June 80, 
1887, without lawful issue, and Ed­ 
ward, duke of Kent and Stratheam 
and earl of Dublin, who died Jan. 38, 
1830, aged 68, leaving as tbe sole issue 
of his marriage with Princess Victoria 
of Leiningen a baby daughter, now 
Queen Victoria. The queen succeeded 
William IV not because she was simply 
his niece, but because she was the only 
child of the brother nezt to him in the 
order of anccession. 


Had Queen Victoria had a brother 
she would in all probability not have 
been a personage of historical celebrity» 
eave in the contingency of encceeding 
him. Her rights were those that de­ 
volved on her from her father.. At the 
time she eucceeded to tha throne her 
nncles—the Dukes of Cumberland, of 
l^neeez^and Cambridge—were living, 
yonnger brothera of her Jather ind jun­ 
ior to him In the line cf ancceesion In 
the order named. The Duke of Cumber­ 
land, who became king of Hanover on 
the death of William IV, was a man of 
such despotic temper and principles 
that all England cherished the Prin- 
Victoria as standing bejk^een It 
and his succession to the throne. He 
had lawful Issue, as had the Duke of 
Cambridpe. 


The Duke of Sussex, a most estimable 
man, married twice, but these unions 
being repugnant to tbe provisiona of the 
royal marriage act, hia children were 
barred from the line of eucceMion. 
From the revolution of 1688 rose the 
Jacobite party, made np of those who 
supported the cause of James H, his 
sons and descendants. The picturesque 
modem Jacobites do not recognize 
Queen Victoria, despito the fact that 
her succession Is due to' her Stuart 
blood, for she ia a direct descendant of 
Eliaabeth, daughter of James I, to 
whose heirs the title to the throne de­ 
volved by the act of aettlement on the 
death of Anne.—Boston Trahscript.

It is not so well known that impair­ 
ed hearing Is alao flu en tly met with. 
The children thna affected are often ae- 
cnsed of being lazy and inattentive, 
when in reality their eara are at fault 
Helot ahows that thsae cases are quite 
common, are aaaily recognized, are gen­ 
erally onrable and when cnred a large 
number of children are transformed, ao 
to apeak» both from a physical and a 
moral standpoint According to Weil 
of Stuttgart, the proportion of acbool 
children with im pai^ hearing Is 86 
per cent; according to Moure of Bor­ 
deaux, 17 per cent Helot agrees with 
Qete and other aurists that the propor­ 
tion is 35 per cent, or one-fourth. All 
the children in a class should be care­ 
fully ezamined, and these semideaf pn< 
pils will alwaya be fonnd among the 
poor scholars. The cause of infirmity 
is to be sought for—nasopharyngeal 
catarrh following measles, scarlatina, 
whooping cough, adenoid vegetations, 
hypertrophied tonsils, eto.—and normal 
conditions are to be restored by appro­ 
priate treatment — Popular Science 
News.

White Dome Q«yaerTellowBtoBe Park. 


“A mile and a half from the Fountain 
Hotel, and easily reached by bicycle, 
tourist waffon, or by walking, lies a 
hidden basin full of nature’s caprices. 
At the entrance, as if on guard, stands 
the immaculate White Dome. Aione 
approaches, he almost expects to be 
challenged and asked for a countersign. 
If such a challenge is given it is in a 
curious fashion, in the form of a geyaer 
eruption, for the White Dome is a gey- 
r. It is not unlike the Castle G^ser 
or the White Pp^amid of the D^pei 
Gevser Basin. The geyser is a very 
white, rather dome-soaped 
mound, 
built up from the secretions of its 
waters, and is the most conspicuous 
feature of the locality. It ia perhaps 25 
feet high, with a circumference at the 
base of 75 or 100 feet. Its eruptions come 
at intervals of from twenty to fortv-five 
minutes, being somewhat irregular, 
and the wa^er is thrown to a height of 
from ten to twentv-five feet.”

Ail the shops In the city 
were closed, and a very large proportion 
of the populace

streets appeared In mourning garb. The 
entire garrison marched past the coffin 
and the service lasted from 4 until 7:30 
p. m. The remains of Senor Canovas 
were interred In the family vault in the 
St. Isidore cemetery, amid salvos of 
artillery and the tolling of all the bells 
of the city. 


Honored with m Royal Escort. 


The military honors were those due a 
commander of a fortress dying in his 
command. The procession occupied two 
and one-half houra in passing a given 
point. Among the most notable features 
were deputations of the provincial coun­ 
cils, 
with 
mace 
bearers in curious 
mediaeval costumes, and a royal escort 
of palace halberdiers, which, according 
to strict ceremony, is only wont to be 
present at royal funerals, and was there­ 
fore a unique honor. 
Eight horses 
drew the hearse. 
The chief mourners 
were the Duke of Sotomayer, mayor 
dome of the royal household; General 
Azcarraga, temporary president of the 
council; with the other members of the 
cabinet; Senor Sagasta,

Beported Compltelty ofth « Afghan Rnlsr 
with th« R«e«at Rising. 


London. Aug. 14.—The news of su9- 
pec^d Afghan intrigues in India is 
very seriously regarded here. The Brit­ 
ish newspapers published In India had 
already discussed the possibility of the 
Ameer’s complicity In the risings of 
tribesmen recently. 
It waé reported 
some time ago that he had sent thou­ 
sands of copies of his 
book on the 
**Jehad/’ or religious war, to the native 
Indian regiments, while anonymous let­ 
ters appeared In the Indian native press 
glorifying the Turkish .victories as “Is­ 
lam’s rising star,” and declaring that 
the Ameer was ready to come, like the 
glorious Mahmud Sabuktagin of yore, 
to rid India of the thraldomof theChrls- 
tlan yoke; bidding all the faithful to be 
prepared, and asserting that the riots 
at Chltpur were really a preliminary 
trial of Mohammedan strength, care­ 
fully organised by the highly educated 
real leaden of the community. 


While the authority 
the Afghan 
Ameer over the frontier tribes Is very 
weak. It must be remembered that the 
Afghan general, Oholam Haldalr, com­ 
manding at Ashmar, who was in con­ 
stant communication with the mullah 
who led the* attack on Fort Shabdaker 
last Saturday, Is the Ameer’s chief and 
most trusted commander, and taking 
Into considerátion the symptoms of un­ 
rest near Peshawar since the attack 
on Camp Malakand the Indian govern­ 
ment will be well advised. If it makes 
preparations to meet all eventualities.

Paris, Aug. 14.—It is said that the duel 
between Prince Henri of Orleans and 
the Count of Turin will take place to­ 
day in the vicinity of Paris, probably at 
Chantilly or Fontainbleu. 
The condi­ 
tions are severe. The Count of Turin, 
it apears, left Italy without the au­ 
thority of his superiors or the permis­ 
sion of the minister of war. The duel is 
the result of the charges made by Prince 
Henri against the Italian army and its 
officers in the campaign In Abyssinia. 
As soon as the officers got home after 
their captivity in Abyssinia they drew 
lots for a challenger of the prince. He 
refused to fight the one upon whom the 
lot fell because he was not his equal in 
rank. 


Finally a challenge was accepted from 
General Albertone, of the Italian army, 
and Just as arrangements were ready 
for the duel the Count of Turin arrived 
In Paris and insisted that he should be 
the Italian representative. Prince Henri 
of Orleans found the challenge of the 
Count of Turin on his arrival at his 
father’s house in the Rue Jean Goujon 
and Immediately telegraphed his ac­ 
ceptance. General Count dl Quinto and 
Marquis Carlo GInori will act as sec 
onds for the Count of Turin.

VERY STARTLING PRÉDICTION. 


T h« Current of th * Q r«at Lak«s Will 
B* C hanc«d and N lasara Will 
Dry Up. 


Dbtroxt, August 14—Two papers 
were read before the members o( the 
■oientist’t ooDTention here Thursday 
which may well carry terror to the in- 
Habitants of the lake cities, especially 
Detroit aad Chicago. The first was by 
Professor Gilbert and the second by 
Dr. J. W. Spencer of Washington. 
The latter asserted that in the course 
of time Detroit would be o'irertaken by 
a fate that was later in ^tore for Chi­ 
cago, and that both would be drowned 
out by the encroaching waters of the 
lakes, which have made alarming prog­ 
ress in the last fifty years. 


Dr. Spencer said that in 18B0 he dis­ 
covered that the Erie basin emptied 
not by the Niagara river, but by a 
burled valley directly into the head of 
Lake Ontario, and that the Niagara 
river and falls are a really modern 
feature. 


“In the course of time Niagara will 
cease to exist entirely, as all the 
waters in the great lakes will be turn­ 
ed over Chicago and drained into the 
Mississippi. The changes in the lake 
levels are all of one sort; they all show 
a rising of the land at the north and 
northeast, as compared to the land at 
the west and southwest. 
It apjiears 
that the whole lake region is ^Ing 
tilted toward 
the south-southwest. 
The rate is such that of two points a 
hundred miles apart the northern 
rises five inches in a century as com­ 
pared with the southern. 


‘‘The discharge thus obtained will 
be a mere anticipation of nature for 
the tilting of the lake basin would 
have produced the same results in less 
than 1,000 years. 
It is estimated that 
in the future all the overflow from the 
upper lakes will go to the Illinois; the 
l>etroit and Lake St. Clair rivers will 
carry the water from Lake Erie to 
Lake Huron instead of Huron to Erie, 
and the Niagara river and falls will 
run dry.” 


He predicted that unless the authori 
ties 
of the Windy city and De­ 
troit make preparations 
for 
this 
change a 
catastrophe a thousand 
times more awful than the Johnstown 
disaster would occur. 
He said that 
it was high 
time 
for 
the 
city 
fathers of Detroit and Chicago to 
begin raising 
the 
level 
of their 
streets by dozens and hundreds of feet. 
Time would :iee the present site of Chi­ 
cago hundreds of feet under water and 
the tall spire of Detroit’s city hall 
playing ground for innumerable fresh­ 
water ttsh. 


MILK INSPECTOR. 


Ha Is Sannpiing the Products of St 
Joe Dairies. 


J. B. Barron, a milk inspector sent 
out by the agricultural department o 
the state, is getting samples of the pro­ 
ducts of St. Joseph dairies and making 
an analysis of the same with a view to 
detecting its character as a lit article 
for food. The St. Joseph milkmen 
don’t know that their goods are being 
inspected and if any of them have been 
giving their customers a 
spurious 
article they are liable to have some 
very unpleasant experiences. 
The in 
spector will probably quietly drop in­ 
to Benton Harbor when he completes 
his work at St. Joseph.

A PRETTY RELIGIOUS RETREAT. 


Th« Crystal Sprlnss Camp M««tln« 
Will Clos« Tomorrow—Local 
Proaohors LIconaod. 


Seven miles from the pretty Big 
Four station of Berrien Centre or two 
and a iiaif miles from nowhere (other­ 
wise called Pokagronon the Michiiran 
Central,) alonff the banks of the Dowa- 
giac creek is a tract of natural forest 
and cleared land on which nothing is 
raised except the standard of the cross. 
The tract comprises between 37 and 42 
acres of land and is known to the 
world as the Crystal Springs camp 
grounds. 
i^Here the faithful Methodists of the 
Niles district meet in annual worship. 
There are on the grounds 109 cottages 
and this year besides there are twenty 
tents and the resident population is 
600. 
Besides this at every service 
hundreds of people from the surround­ 
ing country are in attendance and the

That li tho 
truth, but only half the truth, for Wili­ 
am IV had nephewa and other nieces. 
George IH's first, second, third and 
onrth sons were respectively the Prince 
of Wales, afterward George IV, who 
died childlees in 1880; Frederick, duke 
of York, who died in 1897, also with­ 
out children; William, duke of Clar­ 
ence, who died William IV, June 90, 
887, without lawful issue, and Ed­ 
ward, duke of Kent and Strathearn 
and' earl of Dublin, who died Jan. 98, 
890, aged 68, leaving as the sole issue 
of his marriage with Princess Victoria 
of Leiningen a baby daughter, now 
jl^ueen Victoria. Tho queen succeeded 
William IV not because she was simply 
his niece, but kiecause slie was the only 
child of the brother next to him in tbe 
order ctf succession. 


Had Queen Victoria bad a brother 
ebe would in all probability not have 
been a personage of historical celebrity« 
save in the oontlngency of succeeding 
bim. Her rights were those that de­ 
volved^ her from her father» At the 
timesne succeeded to the throne ber 
ancles—the Dukes of Cumberland« of 
Sussex and Cambridge—were, living, 
; ronnger'brotbers of her father and jun- 
or to him in the line of succession in 
tbe order named. The Duke of Cumber- 
and, who became king of Hanover on 
tbe death of William IV, was a man of 
such despotio temper and principles 
that all England cherished tbe Prin­ 
cess Victoria as atanding between it 
and bis succession to the throne. He 
lad lawful Issue, as bad the Dake of 
Cambridge. 


The Duke of Sussex, a most estimable 
asan, married twice, but these unions 
being repugnant to the provisiona of the 
royal marriage act, his children were 
barred from the line of succession. 
From the revolution of 1688 rose the 
Jacobite party, made up of those who 
supported the cause of Jamea n , bis 
sons and descendants. The picturesque 
modem Jacobites do not recognize 
<^een Victoria, despite the fact that 
her succession Is due to ber Stuart 
blood, for she is a direct descendant of 
Elisabeth, daughter of Janies I, to 
whose heirs tbe title to the throne de­ 
volved by the act of settlement on tbe 
death of Anne.—Boaton Transcript.

London, Aug. 14.->The news of s u p-, 
peeled Afghan intrigues In 'India Is 
very seriously regarded hero. The Brit­ 
ish newspapers published In India had 
already discussed the possibility of the 
Ameer's complicity In the risings of 
tribesmen recently. 
It was reported 
some time ago that ho had sent thou* 
sands of copies of his 
book on the 
'Jehad,'* or religious war, to the native 
ndlan regiments, while anonymous let­ 
ters appeartd in the Indian native press 
glorifying the Turkish victories as ‘*l8* 
lam’s rising star,” and declaring that 
the Amter was ready to come, like the 
glorious Mahmud Sabuktagin of yore, 
to rid India of tho thraldom of the Chris­ 
tian yoko; bidding all the faithful to be 
prepared, and asserting that the riots 
at Chltpur were really a preliminar»* 
trial of Ifohammsdan strength, care­ 
fully organlaed by thè highly educated 
real leaders of the community. 


While the authority of tho Afghan 
Ameer ovor the frontier tribes Is very 
weak, it must bo remembered that the 
Afghan general, Oholam Rafdair, com­ 
manding at Ashmar, who was in con­ 
stant communication with the mullah 
who led the attack on Fort Shabdaker 
last Saturday, Is the Ameer*a chief and 
most trusted commander, and taking 
Into consideration the symptoms of un­ 
rest near Peshawar since the attack 
on Camp Malakand the Indian govern­ 
ment will be well advised if it makes 
preparations to meet all eventualities. 


When the two reserve brigades have 
been concentrated at Rawalpindi tho 
government forces in the Junjab will 
be strong enough to make o|)erations 
possible in aiiy direction throughout 
the whole extent of the northwest. Gen­ 
eral Blood has two full brigades in 
Swat. General Biles has a similar forcti

Prince Henri of Orleana and the Count of 
Turin to Figlit a Duel. 


Paris, Aug. 14.—It Is said that the duel 
between Prince Henri of Orleans and 
the Count of Turin will take place to­ 
day in the vicinity of Paris, probably at 
Chantilly or Fontalnbleu. 
The condi­ 
tions are severe. The Count of Turin, 
It apears, left Italy without the au­ 
thority of his superiors or the permis­ 
sion of the minister of war. The duel Is 
the result of the charges made by Prince 
lienri against the Italian army and its 
officers in the campaign In Abyssinia. 
As soon as the officers got home after 
their captivity in Abyssinia they drew 
lots for a challenger of the prince’. He 
refused to fight the one upon whom the 
lot fell because he was not his equal In 
rank. 


Finally a challenge was accepted from 
General Albertone, of the Italian army, 
and just as arrangements were ready 
for the duel the Count of Turin arrived 
In Paris and insisted that he should be 
the Italian repre^ntative. Prince Henri 
of Orleans found the challenge of the 
Count of Turin on his arrival at his 
father's house In the; Rue Jean Goujon 
and immediately telegraphed 
his ac­ 
ceptance. General Count dl Quinto and 
Marquis Carlo GInori will act as sec- 
on(3s for the Count of Turin.
